Articles of Incorporation.

Articles of incorporation have been
filed with the county clerk by the Valley
Improvement Company of Hood River.
The papers were made out in Hood
River and signed by J. E. Hanna, C. A.
Bell, C. M. Wollord, J. H. Ferguson, L,
E. Morse, P. Bnyder and H. F. David-
son, incorporators. The capital stock of
the concern is $20,000, divided into 1000
shares of the par value of $20 each. The
object of the company is to construct a
ditch or canal or flume, with Iaterals. to
divert water from Hood River, for gen-
eral rental, sale or distribution for pur-
poees of irrigation and household use;
also to collect compensation at reasona-
ble rates from such use and to furnish
water power for milling and transporta-
tion purposes and to buy, sell and lease
real estate.

The mach-feared slamp in wheat lhas
occarred and the price is gradaally drop-
ping. Whether or not it will take an
upward turn even the most skillful spec-
ulators are unwilling to hazard a guese,
The market can be said now to be open
and buyers are busy comsoling the
farmers becanee of the low price and
assuring them it will go no higher, At
the warehouses today the ruling price
was 37 centa a bushel, while Mr. Curtis,
of the Diamond Mills, told a CaroNicLe
reporter he was paying 40 centa. Most
all of the Klickitat county wheat goes to
the flouring mill. The warerhouses are
rapidly being filled with grain, some of
which is placed for storage and some
sold outright at the ruling price of the
day. Eleven hundred sacks were re-
ceived ‘vesterday at the Wasco ware-
house. The teams are coming in large
nombers, and the East End hastakenon
a lively look.

Wheat was gelling at  Buins vesterday
for 33 cents, & difference of 7 cents per
bushel between the price there and the
figure paid by the Diamond Mills and 4
cents in the warehonse price.
